CONSTRUCTION of a huge flying boat, dwarfing plancs of the 
China Clippor type, will begin here soon at the Glonn L. Mar-

Martin, pioneer airplane designer and builder and 
creator of the huge clippers now in service on transpacific 
and Caribbean sky lanes, revealed his plans for the new air 
monster as he launched his latest ship—the Sovict Clipper.

Mr. Baird. “Those demonstrations 
were carricd out over a short dis- 
tance of lind line. Since then 1 
have been experimenting — inter 
mittently and have now actually 
succeeded: in transmitting and re- 
ceiving pictures over the alr. 

“The picture at the transmitting 
end is split up into the three primary 
colours, blue, red and yellow,” he 
said. “In the receiver these arc 
blended and produce o't the colours 
of the. spectrum. The method of 
transmission ig very similar to that 
used ot present, ultra-short waves of 
slx and seven metres being neces- 
sary.”

Willinms, 
Assistant Attorney-General, Wong 
was the master of a grocery shop 
in Pingt Chau Island, and on October 
18 he left there for Shauliwan for 
the purpose of making purchuses for 
his store. . He started bis return 
Journey on the night of Octeber 19 
In nv. junk on board of which was 
nnother passenger,. Tl Tat-fai, the 
master ‘and a foi, About 9 pm. 
av small boat containing six or seven 
men wis noticed a few fees uway 
from the junk. Four of the men, 
armed with revolvers, a knife and 
a long gun jumped on board, in- 
cludine: accused, who was recognised 
by Wont ‘as a fellow-villager. The 
victims were ordered down into the 
hold, where they remained for ubout 
two hours. | 


After lootin? the junk, the robbers 
departed in. the direction.of Chinese 
territory. A report of the crime was 
“subsequently made to the Police,’ and 
hon November 25 as a result of cere 
tain’ information reecived, Serjeant 
Wileeck went to a house in Chau 
Tau Village, where’ he found aceused 
hiding, underneath a bed,,

i Chefoo, Jan: 17. 
This city spent a day of terror 
Saturday when members of the 
Peace Preservation Corps and 
police force, enraged by the re- 
fusal of the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce to grant their request 
for an increase in pay, began 
looting. In the course of ‘this 
serics of reprisals a Chinese 
businessman was killed and a 
Chinese boy wounded in the leg. 
The foreign residential district re- 
mained peaceful throughout the dis- 
turbance, as the pollce guarding that 
area did not join their comrades. . 
The outbreak was started by dis- 
gruntied members of the Peace Pre- 
servation Corps, who began looting 
shops and banks shortly after the 
Chamber of Commerce turned down 
thelr demands. 
The example of the Peace Preser- 
vation Corps was soon followed by 
the police in three different urcas. 


CHINESE LEADER KIDNAPPED 


Subsequently the two groups join- 
ed forces and kidnapped the ehuir- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce, 
making off in the direction of a vil- 
Wee on the western outskirts of the 
city. ‘ 

FoHowing their departure the 
Chamber met again and decided to 
aecede to the démands of the police 
and Peace Preservation Corps mem~ 
bers. As a ‘result the discontented 
police returned to the city and took 
up their duties again yesterday 
morning, . 

The chairman of the Chamber of 
Commerce wus released. 

The total sum Involved in the loot- 
ing and damage to shops Is estimated 
aut $60,000, 

Although the situation ds quiet at 
present, the majority of the shops 
remain closed.-Reuter.

his cyes open to the dangerous con- 
sequences, then” the presumption 
which arose from his tender yeurs 
would be offset,
